Present production (August 1938) is estimated at some 200 aircraft 
of all typos (Commercial and military aircraft) a month.

The Navy should hamper imports through the French Atlantic ports 
to as great an extent as is compatible with its other tasks and 
the forces available, Especially for some 2-3 months at the 
beginning of the attack against the fuel supply of France. 


Belgium and the Netherlands would, in German hands, represent an 
extraordinary advantage in the prosecution of the air war against 
Great Britain as well as against France. Therefore it is held to 
be essential to obtain the opinion of the Army as to the con- 
ditions under which an occupation of this area could be carried 
out and how long it would take, In this case it would be neces- 
sary to reassess the commitment against Great Britain.

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The date of our attack on Czechoslovakia and austria must be made de- 
pendent on the course of the Italion-English-Fronch war and would not be 
simultoncous with the commencement of military agroomonts with Italy, but 
of full independence and, by exploiting this unique favorable opportunity 
he wishes to begin to carry out operations against Czechoslovakia, The 
attack on Czechoslovakia would have to take place with the "speed of light- 
ning" (blitzartig schnell). 


Feldmarshall von Blomberg and Generaloberst von Fritsch in giving their 
cstiu^te on the situation, repeatcdly pointed out that England and France 
must not appear as our enemies, and they stated that tho war with Italy 
would NOT bind the French army to such an extent that it would NOT be in a 
position to commence oper^tions on our Western frontier with superior forces, 
Generaloberst von Fritsch cstim^tod the French forces which would presumably’ 
be employed on the alpino frontier agsinst Italy to be in the region of 20 
divisions, so that a strong French superiority would still remain on our Wes- 
tern fronticr. The French would, according to German reasoning, attempt to 
advance into the Rhineland. We should consider the lead which France has 
got in mobilization, and quite apart from the very small value of our then 
existing fortifications - which was pointed out paerticul-rly by General- 
feldm^rschzll von Blouberg - the four motorized divisions which had been laid 
down for the West would be more or loss incapable of movement. With regard 
to our offensive in a South-Easterly direction, Feldmarschall von Blomberg 
draw special attention to the strength of the Czechoslovakian fortifications, 
the building of which had assumed the character of a Maginot line and which 
would prescnt oxtromo difficulties to our attack. 


Generaloberst von Fritsch mentioned that it was the purpose of a study 
which he had laid on for this wintcr to investigate the possibilities of 
carrying out operations against Czechoslovakia with special consideration of 
the conquest of the Czechoslovakian system of fortifications; the General- 
oberst also stated that owing to the prevailing conditions hc would have to 
relinquish his leave abroad, which was to begin on 10 Novembor. This inten- 
tion was countermanded by the Fuhrer who gave ^s a reason that the possibility 
of the conflict was not to be regarded as being so imminent. In reply to 
the remark by the Minister for Forcign iffairs, thet an Italian-English- 
French conflict be not as ncar as the Fuhrer appeared to assume, the Fuhrer 
stated that the date which appeared to him to be a possibility was summer 
1938. In reply to statements by Genoralfeldm^rschell von Blomberg and 
Generaloberst von Fritsch regarding England and France's attitude, the Fuhrer 
repeated his previous st:tcemonts and said that he was convinced of Britain's 
non—participstion and that consequently he did not believe in military action 
by France against Germany. Should the Mediterranean conflict already men- 
tioned lead to a general mobilization in Europe, then we should have to 
commence operations against Czechoslovakia immediately. If, however, the 
powers who are not participating in the war should declare their disinteres- 
tedness, then Germsny would, for the time being, have to side with this 
attitude, 

In view of the information given by the Fuhrer, Generaloberst Goering 
considered it imperative to think of 2 reduction or abandonment of our mili- 
tary undert^king in Spain, The Fuhrer agreed to this in so far as he be- 
lieved this decision should be postponed for a suitable date,

Among the Eastorn powers, Russia is the most likely to intervene. 
This, in the beginning at any rate, will probably consist of 
reinforcement of the Czech Air Force and Armament. However, the 
decision must not be neglected concerning what measures are to 
be teken if Russia wero to come to the point of starting a Neval 
end Air war Against us or even wish to penetrate into East 
Prussia, through the border states. 


In the case of a penetration by Poland, we mst hold the Eastern 
fortifications and East Prussia, using the Frontier Guard and 
other formations, until the conclusion of the action "Gruen" 
once more gives us freedom of movement.

Herr Benesch has dissolved the Sudeten-Germen Party and believes that 
he will thus be able to destroy the unity of the Sudeten-Germen radical 
group and to deal the death blow to the Sudeten-Germans, Konrad Henlein 
knew the answer to this, He issued a call on 17.9.38 for the formation of 
e Sudeten-Germen Free Corps. Within e few hours, thousands of Sudeten- 
Germans had already rallied to the colors all along the border. Thousands 
who were burning to fight for their tortured homeland were forced, to 
their great disappointment, to remain at their places of work, because it 
was impossible, in sueh a short period of time, to induct, equip and arm 
the masses of enthusiastic voluntcers.

As & matter of principle, every effort should be made for a coordinated 


* attack by Army and Air Forces on X Dey. 


The Army wishes to attack at dawn, 1. e. about 0615, it also wishes 
to conduct some limited operations in the previous night, which however, 
would not alarm the entire Czech front. 

Air Force's time of attack depends on weather conditions. These 
could change the time of attack and also limit the area of operations, 
The weather of the last few days, for instance, would have delayed the 
start until between 0800 and 1100 due to low ceiling in Bavaria. 

If the Luftweffe were to attack at the time desired by the Army no 
tactical surprise of the enemy's air force would be achieved and it would 

$ necessitate certain changes in the method of attack (height of flight 
level). Consequently, from the outset the Luftwaffe has desired a later 
hour of attack on the part of the Army. Even so, there would be no 
definite guarantee of a well-timed coordinated attack of both Forces, 
as bad weather conditions on the day of attack might postpone the 
commitment of the 4ir Force on X Day in part or altogether. 

If an early hour of attack on the part of the Army is regarded as 
indespensable, a simultenoous attack by the Air Force, - desirable as it

For some time our enemies have been using in their 
warfare methods which are eutside the international 
Geneva Conventions. Especially brutal and treacherous 
is the behavior of the so-called commandos, who, 

as is established, a re partially recruited even from 
freed criminals in enemy countries. From captured 
orders it is divulged, that they are directed not only 
to shackle prisoners, but also to kill defenseless 
prisoners on the spot at the moment in which they believe 
that the latter as prisoners represent a burden in the 
further pursuit of their purposes or could otherwise 

be a hindrance. Finally, orders have been found in 
whieh the killing of prisoners has been demanded in 
principle. 


Fer this reason it was already announced in an adden- 
dum to the Armed Forces report of 7 October 1942, that 
in the future, Germany, in the face of these sabotage 
troops of the British a nd their accomplices, will re- 
sort to the same procedure, i.e., that they will be 
ruthlessly mowed down by the German troops in combat, 
wherever they may appear. 


I therefore order: 


From now on à 11 enemies on so-called Commando 
missions in Europe or Africa challenged by German 
troops, even if they are to all appearances soldiers 
in uniform or demolition troops, whether armed or un- 
armed, in battle or in flight, are to be slaughtered 
to the last man. It does not make any difference 
whether they are landed from ships and aeronlanes for 
their actions, or whether they are dropped by parachute. 
Even if these individuals, when found, should apparent- 
ly be prepared to give themselves up, no pardon is to 
be granted them on principle. In each individual case 
full information is to be sent to the O.K.". for public- 
cation in the Report of tho Military Forcos. 


If individual members of such commandos, such as agents, 
saboteurs, etc. fall into the hands of the military 
forces by some other means, through the police in 
occupied territories for instance, they are to be handed 
over immediately to the €D. Any imprisorment under 
military guard, in PW Stockades for instance, etc., 

is strictly prohibited, even if this is only intended 
for a short time. 


This order does not apply to the treatment of any 
enemy soldiers who, in the course of normal hostilities 
(large-scale offensive actions, landing eperations and 
airborne operations), are captured in open battle or 
give themselves up. Nor does this order apply to 
enemy soldiers falling into our hands after battles at 
soa, or enemy soldiers trying to save their lives by 
parachute a fter battles. 


I will hold responsible under Military Law, for 
failing to carry out this order, all commanders and

of instructing the troops about this order, or

I have been compélled to issue strict orders for the destruc- 
ticn of enemy sabotage troops and to declare non-eompliance with 
these orders.sevcrely punishable. I deem it necessary to announce 
to the compctent commanding officers and commanders the reasons for 
this decree. wor, 

4S in nc previous, c method of destruction of communications 
behind the front, intinidation of the populace working for Germany, 
as well as the destruction of war-importeant industrial plants in 
territories occupied by us has been developed in this war.

In the east, this type of conb:t in the form of partisan 
warfare as early as last winter led to severe encroachment upon 
our fighting strength «nd cost thé lives of numerous Gerriin 
soldiers, railroad workers, members of the labor corps (Crgani- 
sation Todt), the lobor service,ete. It severely interfered with 
anc sometimes delayed fcr deys the performence of transportation 
necessery for the maintenance of the fighting strength of the troops. 
By & successful continuation or perhaps even intensification of 
this form of war, a grave crisis in one or another place at the 
frcnt might develop. Many measures egeinst these horrible as 
well as wily sabotage activities have failed, simply because the 
German officer and his scldiers were not -were of wie great danger 
confronting them and therefore in iadividuaul ceases aid not act 
agéinst these enemy groups as would have been necessary in order to 
help the forward echelons of the front and thereby the entire 
conduct of the war. 

It was therefore in part necessary in the East to organise 
special units who mastered this danger or to assign this task tc 
soecial SS formations. 

Only where the fight against this partisan disgrace was begun 
and executed with ruthless brutelity were results achieved which 
eased the position of the fighting front. 

7h In all eastern territories the war against the partisans is 
therefore a struggle of ebsolute annihilction of one cr the other 
part. 

fis soon as the realization of this fect becomes tne cornuon 
kncwledge cf troops, they will regularly be able tc cope with these 
occurrences in short order; otherwise their efforts achieve no 
decisive results and become purposeless. 

Even though under a different name, Englend and ‘America have 
decided upon a similar kind of warfere, while the Russian attempts 
to put pertisen troops behind our front by land and only in 
exceptional esses uses eir transportation to lend ren and to drop 
supplies, England and merica use this method of waffare primarily 
by landing sabotage troops from submarines or pneumutic boats or 
by means of parachute agents. Essenticlly, however, this form of 
werfere does not differ fron the activites of the Russian partisans. 
For it is the task of these troops: 

1) to build up a general espionage service with the assistance 
of willing natives, 

2) to organize troops of terrorists and supply ther with the 

E necessary weapons and explosives, 

3) to undertake sabotage activites which by destruction of traffic 
installations, not only continuously disrupt our communications, 
but also, when things become serious, meko troop movements 
absolutely impossible and eliminato oui cummunicaticns systen. 


Finally, these troops are to make attacks on war-inportant 
installations, in which, «ccording to a scientifically worked out 
program, they destroy key works by dynamiting, thereby forcing whole 
industries into idleness. 

The consequences of these activites cre of extraordinary 
weight. I do not know whether each commander and officer is 
cognizant of the fact that the destruction of one Single electric 
power plant, for instance, can deprive the Luftwaffe of many 
thcusend tons of aluminum, thereby eliminating the construction 
of countless aircraft that will be missed in the fight st the 
frcnt and so contribute to serious damage of the Homeland as well 
as bloody losses of the fighting soldiers. 

Yet this form of war is completely without danger for the «d- 
versery. Since he lands his sabotage troops in uniform but at 
the same time supplies them with civilian clothes, they can, 
according to need, appear as soldiers or civilians. . While they 
themselves have orders tc ruthlessly remove cny German soldiers or 
even natives who get in their way, they run no danger of suffering 
reelly serious losses in their operations, since at the worst, if 
they are caught, they can immediately surrender and thus believe 
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that they will theoreticclly fell under the provisions of the 
Geneva Convention. There is no doubt, however, that this is c 
misuse in the worst form of the Geneva agreements, sspecially since 
part of these elements arc even criminals, libernted from prisons, 
whe etn rehabilitete therselves through these setivites. 

Englend cnd ‘merica will therefore always be «ble tc find 
volunteers for this kind of warfare, as long as they cun truthfully 
assure them that there is no danger of loss of life for then. 
it worst, all they have to do is to successfully connit their attack; 
on people, traffic instsllaticns,. or other installations, and upon 
being encounte red by the eneny, to cavitulsite. 

If the German conduct cf war is not to suffer grievous damage 
through these incidents, it must be mage clear to the adversary 
thet all sebotsagze trcops will be exterminated, without exception, 
tc the last man. 

This means thet their chance of escaping with their lives is 
nil. Under no circumstances can it be permitted, therefore, thet 
a dynemite, sabotuge, or terrorist unit simply t allows itself to 
be captured, expecting t. be treated cecording to rules cf tae 
Geneve Convention. It must undér all circumstances be ruthlessly 
exterminated. 

The report on this subject appearing in the ¿rme Forces 
cormunique will briefly cnd laconically state that 5 subotage, 
terror, or destruction unit has been encountered, and exterminated 
to the last man. 

I therefore expect the communding officers of emiies subordin- 
ated to them as well as individual commanders not only to realize 
the necessity of teking such measures, but to carry out this 
oréer with all energy. Officers and non- -conaüissioned officers 
whe fail through some weekness sre to be reported without fail, or 
uncer eircumstznees-when there is d:nger in delay-to be ct once 
made strictly accountable., The Homeland as well as the fighting 
soldier at the front has the right to expect that behind their 
back the essentials cf nourishment as well us the supply of 
wer-important weapons and ammunition remsins secure. 

These aro the reasons for the issusznce of this decree. 

If it should becomes necessary, for reasons of interrogation, 
to initially spare one is n or two; then they cre to be shot 
immediately after interrogation.

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The PÜhrer's speech to the Cammanders in Chief on 22 Au^ust 
1939, 

I have called you totether to tive you a picture of the po- 
litical situation, in order that you may heve insictht into the 
individual elements on which I have based my decision to act 
end in order to strengthen your confidence. 


After this we will discuss military details, 

It vas clear to me thet a conflict with Poland had to come 
sooner or later. I had already made this decision in spring, 
but I thought that I vould first turn azainst the Vest in a 
few years, and only afterwards a&78inst the East. But the se- 
quence cannot be fixed. One cannot close one's eyes even be- 
fore a threatening situation. I wanted to establish an accep- 
table relationship with Poland in order to fight first acáinst 
the Vest, But this plan, which was agreeable to me, could 
not be executed,’ since essentialspoints have change, It be- 
came clear to me, that’ Poland would attack us in case of a 
conflict vith the "lest, Polend wants access to the sca, The 
further development became obvious after the occupation of 
the Memel rezion, end it became clear to me that under circum- 
stances a conflict with Poland could arise at en inopportune 
moment. I enumerate as reasons for this reflection: 

1)First of all two personal sonstitutions: 

My own personality and thet of Mussolini. 

Essentially it depends on me, my existence, because of my 
political activities. Furthermore the fact thet probably no 
one vill ewer again have the confidance of the whole German 
people os I do. There will probably never atain be a man in 
the future with more authority than I have. My existence 
4s therefore a factor of great valuc. But I can be eliminated 
at any time by a criminal or an idiot. ; í 

The second personal fector is the Duce. His existence is 
also decisive. If somethin: happens to him, Italy's loyalty 
to the alliance will no loncer be certain. The basic attitude 
of' the Italian court is against the Duce. Above all, the court 
sees in the expansion of the empire a burden. The Duce is 
the man with the strongest norves in Italy. 

The third factor favorable for us is Franco. “le can 
ask only benevolent neutrality from Spain. Bat this depends 
on Francos porsonality. He guarantees a certain uniformity 
and steadiness of the present system in Spain. We must take 
into account the fact that Spain’ does not es yet hove a Fas- 
cist party of our internal unity. 

On the othcr side a ne*tative picture ss fer as decisive 
personalities are concerned, There is no outstanding person- 
ality in England or France, 

For us it is easy to make decision, We have nothing to 
lose; we can only goin, Our economic situation is such, . 
because of our restrictions, that we cannot hold out more than 
a few years. Goering can confirm this. We have no other 
eMotte, we must act, Our opponents risk much and can gain 
only a little. England's stake in a war is unimasinably great. 
Our enemies heve men who are below average, No personalities, 
No masters, no men of action. 

Besides the personal factor, the politicel situation is 
favorable for us; in the Mediterranean rivalry among Itely, 
France, and England, in the Orient tension, which leads to the 
alarming of the Mohammedan world. 

The English emrire did nct emerge from the last war sirens 
strengthened, From a maritime point of view, nothing was 
achieved.

Further favorable factors for us are these: 

Since Albania there is an equilibrium of newer in the 
Balkans. Yuzoslavia carries tho germ of collapse bocauso ^f 
her internal situation, 

Rumania ^id not crow stroncor, She is liablo to attack 
and vulnerable, She 1s threatenod by Hungary and Sulzoria. 
Since Komal's ceath, Turkey has been ruled by small mines, 
unsteady, weak mon, 

Lll these fortunate circumstances will no lonzer pr&évail 
in 2 to 3 years, No one knows how long I shall livo,Theroforo 
conflict better now, 

Ihe creation of Greater Germany wes 4 great achievement 
politic-lly, but militarily it was questionable, since it 
was achieved throughta bluff of tho political leaders, It is 
necessary to test the military, If at all possible, not by 
general settlement, but by solving incivicusl tasks, 

The relation to Polana has become unbearable, X«I» Polish 
policy hitherto was in contrast to tho iceas of the people. 

My propositions to Poland(Denzig corricor) were disturbo? by 
England's intervention, Poland changed her tono toward us, 
Tho initiative eannot bo allowed to pass to the others.

The Ghotto thus 'cstaplishod in Warsaw was inhabited by.about 400,000 Jows, 
It contained 27,000 apartments with an average of 24 rooms cach, It was 
separated from the rest of the city by partition and other walls and by 
walling- up of thoroughfares, windows, doors, open spaces, otc, 


It was administered by the Jewish Board of Hiders, who reecived their in- 
structions from the Commissioner for the Ghetto, who was innediatcly sub= 
ordinated to tho Governor. Tho Jews were granted sclfeadnrinistration in 
which the German supervising authorities intervened only whore German 
interest were touched, In order to enable the Jewish Board of Elders to 
exocuto its orders, a Jewish Police force was set up, identified by special 
armbands and a special beret and armed with rubber trunchoons,. This Jewish 
Police force was charzod with maintaining order end sccurity within the 
Ghetto and was subordinated to the German and Polish Police,

It soon becanc clcar, however, that not &1l dangers -had been removed by 

this confining the Jews to one place. Security considerations required 
removing the Jews fromthe city of Warsaw. altogether. The first large 
rescttlement action took place in the period from 22 July to 3 October 1942, 
In this action 310,322 Jews were romnowed. In January 1943 a second rescttle= 
ment action was carried out by which altogether 6,500 Jews were affected, 


When the Reichsfuchrer SS visited Warsaw in January 1943 he ordered the SS 
and Police leader for the District of Warsaw to transfer to Lublin the

Before the larceescale action began, tho limits of the former Ghetto had 
been blocked by an external barricade in order to prevent the Jews fron 
breaking oute This barricade was maintained from tho start to tho ond of the 
action and was especially reinforced at nicht,

Then we invaded the Ghetto for tho first tine, the Jews and tho Polis 
bandits succeeded in repelling the participating units ; including tanks and 
armored cars, by a wollepropared concentration of fire. When I ordered a 
Second attack, about 0600 hours, I cistributed the units, separated from 
ach other by’ indicated lines, and charged them with combing out the whole 
of the Ghetto, cach unit for a certain part. ilthough firing cinnenced 
“again, we now succeeded in combing out the blocks according to plan, 

The enemy: was forced to retire from the roofs ond clevated bases to the 
asements, dugsoubs and sewers. In order to prodanned up below the Ghetto anc 
filled with water, but the Jews frustrated this plan to a great extent by 
blowing up the gewe turning 6ff valves,’ Late the Pirat gayt we encountered 
rather heavy resistance, but it was quickly broken by a special raiding 
party. In the course of further operations we succeeded in expelling

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orcovor, the Jors. 1.6 suc-cOod in fort’ ying some of these 
factorics as centers of resistance, Such a center of resistance 
in an rmy accommodation office hed to bo attacked as carly as the 
sesond day ef the action by an sntincer's Unit equipped with 
fime-throwers and by artillery. Tac Jovs wova so firmly estab 
lished in this shop that it proved to be impossiblo to induce 

them to leave it voluntarily; I there*ors rosolvod to destroy 

this stop the next day by fire. 
Tac .znagers of these cnterprises, which wore gonerally alse 
supervised by an officer of tho armod forecs, could in most casos 
make no specified statements on their stocks and tho wheroabouts 
af these stocks, Tho statements which thoy made on the number 
of Jows omployod by them were in every caso incorrect. Over =nd 
over again we discovorod that these labyrinths of edifices 
»Loncine to tho armament cancerns as residential blocks, containe: 
rich Jcvs who had succeeded in finding accomodations fer thomselvoe: 
and their femilics under tho name of "syemcucnt workers" cnd 
vcro leading marvelous lives there, ‘aspite cll our orccrs to 
the managers to make tho Jows lLesve those enterprises, we found 
cut in soveral esses that managers simply concealed the J.vs oy 
shutting them in, beceuses they expected that tho action would 

be finished within a fow days end that they then would be able 
to continuo werking with the remaining Jess. ccording to tho 
statements of srrostod Jog, “orton alsa soom to heve played 
a prominent part, Tho Jews cro said to have endeavared to 
koep up good relations with officers and mon ef the armod forces, 
verousing is snid to have beon frequent, during the course of 
which business doals are said to have boon concluded betweon 
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The number of Jews forcibly teken out of the buildings and arrested 
was relatively small during the first few deys. It transpirted thet 
the Jews had taken to hid: in the sewers and in Specislly erected 
Qug-outs. Jhereas we ned assumed uring the first days that there 
were only scattere?¢ dur-ovts, we learned in the course of the large- 
Scale action that thse whole “hetto was Systematicelly equipped with 
Cellars, dug-outs sni peeseg.s. in every case these passages and dug- 
outs were conneetcé with iiS sewer System, Thus, the Jews were able 
to maintain undisturbcd cubterranean traffic. They also used this 
Sewer network for escaning subtorvaneously into the aryean part of the 
City of J/arsaw. Continuously, we received reports of attempts of Jews 
to ¿scape through the sewer holos. dhile pretending zo build air-raid 
sheiters they hod been ercoting dug-outs within the former Ghetto 

ever since the autumn of 1°42. These were intend.d to conceel every 
Jew during the new evacuation section, which they had expected for 
cultc a tinc, «nd to enebls them tc resist the invaders in a concerted 
ecticn. Thrceuch posters handbilis, and whispor propasanda, the com- 
munistic resista zover.at ectuelly brought it about that the Jews

Over and over 
agir new battle groups consisting cf 20 to 30 or more Jewish fellows, 
l8 to 25 years of erc, accomenicd & corresponding number of women: 
kindled new resistence. These batt groups were uncer orders to put 
up armec resistance to the last one if necessary to escape arrest by 
committing suicide. Ome such battle group succecccd in mounting a 
truck by ascending from a sewer in the so-called Prosta, and in 
esceping with it (cboue 30 to be ndit Une bencit who nad ar- 
rived with this truck exploded hand grenedcs, which wes the agreed 
Signel for the bendits waiting in the scwer to climb out of it.

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Durine this ermed resist ‘SG Uke women belonging to the bettle

these women had pistols or hand gronaces(Polish "pineapple" 
hand grenades) concealed in their bloomers up the Irast m^- 
ment to use atainst the mon of the Waffen SS, Police, or 
Wehrmacht, 

The resistance put up by the Jews and bandits could be 
brakon only by relentlessly using all our force and energy by 
Cay and night, On 23 april 1945 the Reichs Fuchrer SS issued 
through the Hither SS and Police a Fast at Cracaw his 
order to complete the ccmbine ^ut of the Wersaw Ghetto with the 
createst severity and relentless ten cer I thcrefore decided to 
destroy the entire Jewish residential area by setting every 
block on fire, including tho blocks ^f residential buildings near 
the armament works, One concern after the other was systématical- 
ly evacuated and subsequently destroyed by fire. The Jews thoh 
emerged from their hiding places and dug-outs in almost every 
case, Not infroquontly, tho Jows stayed in the burhing buildings 
until, because ^f the heat ane the foap of being burned alive 
they preferred to junp down from tho upper stories after having 
thrown mattresses and -ther yoholstered articles into the strcot 
from the -burning buildings, With their bones broken, they still 
tried to crawl across the street into blocks ^f buildings which 
had not yet been set on fire or were only partly in flames, Of- 
the Jews changed their hiding places curing the night, by moving 
into the ruins of burnt-^ut builcings, taking refuge thore until 
they were found by »ur patrols, Their stay in the sewers also 
ecased to be pleasant ofter tho first week, Frequently from the 
street, wo could hear loud voices coming threugh the sewer shafts. 
Then the mon of the Waffen SS, the Police ^r tho Wehrmecht Engi- 
neers courageously climbed down the shafts to bring out the Jews 
and not infrequently they thon stumbled sver Jews already dead, 
or were shot at. It was always necessary to use smoke candles to 
Grive out tho Jews, Thus ^no cay we opened 183 sewer entrance 
holes and at a fixed time lewered smoke candles into them, with 
the result that the bmdits fled from what they believed to be 
gas t^ the centor of the formor Ghetto, where they could thon 
be pulled ^ut of the sewer holes there, / erent number of Jews, 
whe ercule nòt bo ccunted, were exterminated by blowing up sewers 
ond dug-^uts. 

The conser the resistance lasted, the touchér the mon ^f the 
Waffen SS, Police nnd Wehrmacht became e they fulfilled their duty 
indefatiga olg in faithful c^ mraceship an? stood together as mode 
els anc examples of s^lCOiors, Their duty hours often lasted from 
early morning until late at night. At night, search patrols with 
rags wound round their feet remained at the heels of the Jews 
anc gave them no ited hg Not infrequently they caught and killed 
Jews who used^tho night hours for supplementing their stores 
from abandoned ug-^uts ene for contacting neighboring groups 
or exchanging news with them, 

Considering that the greater part of the men of the Waffen- 
SS had only been trained for three to four weeks before being 
assigned to this eges. high erecit should be given for tho 
pluck, courage, anc deve tion to duty which they showed, It must 
be stated that the Wehrmacht Engineers,too, executed the blowing 
up of dug-outs, sewers, and concrete build ines with uncefatiga- 
bility and agreat devotion to cuty. Officers and men of tho 
Police, a large part ofwhom had already been at tho front, again 
iá eE by their Cashing spirit, 

Only through the continuous and untiring work of all in- 
volved did we succeed in catching a total of 56,065 Jews whose

"The 1941 stteck (p. 3) 


In 1941 the Pihrer sttecked Russie. Thet wes, PS we con well see now, 
Shortly, - perheps 3 to 6 months - before Stelin prevered to embark on his 
Erect penetration into Central snd Western Europe. I ern give : picture of 
this firsv. yeer in t few words. ‘The ettecking forces cut their way through. 
The Russian army wes herded together in grect pockets, ground down, teken 
prisoner. At thet tiríe we did not velue the mess of humenity cs we value it 
today, ¿s rew nrteritl, cs labour. What cfter tll, thinking in terns of 
generstions, is not to be regretted, but is now deplorrble by resson of the 
loss of lebour, is thet the prisoners died in tens end hundreds of thousends 
of exhsustion end hunger." 

(p. 22) 

"lt is besicelly wrong for us t: infuse ell our inoffensive soul ond 
spirit, our good-neture, end our idealism int» foreign peoples. This is 
true since the time of HERDER who clearly wrote "Voices of the Nations" 
("Stirren der V"lker"), in a stete of drunkenness, thereby bringing (p. 23) 
on us, who core efter him, such inretsurtblo Sorrow end misery. This is true 
for instence, of the Czechs end the Slovenes to whor we geve their conscious- 
hess of netionrlity. They were just not cepeble cf it theriselves; we hed to 
disccver it for then. 


One besic principle rust be the absolute rule for the SS nen: we nust 
be honest, decent, loyel, snd corrrdely to nembers of cur wn blood end to 
nobody else. What hep ens to e Russirn, to © Czech does mt interest me in 
the slightest. Whtt the nrtions enn o fer in the wey of good blood of our 
type, we will take, if necessery by kidnapping their children end reising 
ther here with us. Whether netions live in prosperity or sterve to desth* 
interests re only in so fer es we need them ss sleves for our Kultur; other- 
wise, it is of no interest to re. Whether 10,C00 Russien feneles fell down 
from exheustion while digging cn cnti-tenk ditch interests me only in so far 
€s the enti-tenk ditch for Germany is finished. We shell never be rough and 
heertless when it is not necessary, thet is clear. We Germens, who (p. 24) 
ere the only people in the world who have © decent attitude towserds oninels, 
will ¿lso essume t decent attitude towards these hunan rninrls. But it is 
t crime sgeinst our own blood to worry about them end give thor: iderls, thus 
céusing our sons snd grandsons to heve a more difficult tine with them. When 
Somebody comes to Le end says, "I cennot die the anti-tenk ditch with wonen 
end children, it is inhunen, for it would kill then," then I heve to sey, 
"You sre t murderer of your own blood because if the anti-tenk ditch is not 
dug, Germen soldiers will die, end they tre sons of Gernen mothers. They cre 
our own blood." Thet is whet I want to instil into this SS end whet I believe 
have instilled into them ss one of the most sacred laws of the future. Our 
concern, cur duty is our people end our blood. I+ is for ther thet we mst 
provide ond plen, work ond fight, nothing else. We cen be 
indifferent ti everything else. I wish the SS to edopt this attitude to the 
problem of all foreign, non-Germenic peoples, especially Russiens. All else 
is vein, freud egeinst our own netion end on obstecle to the early winning 
of the wer. 


“Foreigners in the Reich (p. 43) 


We rust also rerlise thet we hrve € to 7 million foreigners in Germany. 
Perhops it is even 8 million now. We have prisoners in Gerreny. They are 
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none of ther. dengerous so long es we trke severe measures rt tho nerest 
trifle. It is è mess nothing today to shoot 10 Poles, compere with the fact 
thet we right later heve to shoot tens cf thousands in their place, end 
compared to the fect that the shooting of these tens of thousends would then 
oe corried out even ct the wbst of Germen blood. Every little fire will 
immedistely be stemped out and quenched, and extinguished, - otherwise - as 
in the ecese of & real fire =e political end psychologiesl surfece-fire ney 
Spring up among the peoples 


The Conrunists in the Reich 


I Qon t believe the Communists could ettempt sny ection, for their 
lending elements, like most eriuintls, ere in our concentration cemps. And 
here I rust sey this - thet we shell be rble to see after the wer what a 
blessing it wes for Germany thet, in spite cll the siliy talk rc bout humeni- 
tericenism, we imprisoned ¿ll this erininal sub-stratun of tne Germen people 

: I'll rnswer for that. If they were going cbout 
free, we should be worse off. For then the sub-hunens would have (p. 44) 
their NCOs ené Cormending Officers, then they would heve their councils of 
workers end militery. às it is, however, they sre locked up, and rre making 
shells or projectile esses or other luocrtent things, cni cre very useful 
members of hunen society." 


"The SS in war-time ` a (p. 51) 


Now I come to cur own development, to thet of the SS in the past months. 
Looking back on the whole wer, this development was fentastic. It took 
plece ct on cbsolutely terrific Speec. Let us look back a little to 1939. 
4t thot tie we were a few rezinents, guerd units (Weehverbnde) 8 to 9,000 
Strong, =- thet is, nct even & division, cll in oll 25 to 28,000 ren at the 
outside. True, we were ermed, but reslły only got our artillery regi- 
ment £S our hervy cru two months before the wer bectn. We will recspitulcte 
which tesks, which cuties, end which essiennents we heve been given in the 
lest 43 yecrs. But first I woule like to enumerete and meke known once nore 
Some outwerd chrnzes.

SS-Obergrup,enftthrer Hildebrendt hes left Obertbscehnitt/r Weichsel, and 
hes beecne Chief of the Mein Office for race end settlement. 


SS-Obergruppenfflhror Sehridt hus left the Herd Office for Personnel st 
his own request end hes joined wy personel staff for specicl duties. He is 
succeeded by SS-Gruppenftlhrer von Herff. 


One of ry closest and most long-stending collecgues, SS-Obergrup senftthrer 
Wolff, hes now, I an gled to Sey, recovered completely frorn r severe illness 
which greatly endengered his life - (it wes cn opert tion for reroving stones 
fron the kidney) - snd is now, = this is c new appointment - Supreme Executive 
SS end Police Officer (H"chste SS - una Polizeiffhrer) for the whole of oc- 
eupied Itely.

"Chief of the snti-pertisan Units (Bendenkeripf-Verbinde) (pe 57) 


In the meentine I heve slso set up the department of Chief of the anti- 
pertisen units. Our comrade SS-Oberiruppenfilhrer von der: Bech is Chief of 
the enti-pertisen units. I considered it necessery for the Reichsftihrer SS 
to be in authoritetive commend in cll these battles, for Tier cobvinceà that : 
we ere best in a position to teke ection against this enemy struggle, which 
is a decidedly political one. Except where the units which hed been supplied 
and which we had formed for this puryose were teken from us to fill in gaps 
at the front, we heve boen very successful. 


It is notable that, by setting up this depertuient we heave gained (p. 58) 
for the SS in turn a division, a corps, an ermy, end the next step, which is 
the High Commend of an srny or even of e group = if you wish to call it that. 


Reguler uniformed Police end the Sipo 


Now to deul briefly with the tesks of the regular uniformed police end 
the Sipo. They still cover the sane field. I cen see thet great things 
heve been acheived. We heve forned roughly 30 police regiments from police 
reservists and former nerbers of the police - police officirls, es they used 
to be called. The averege age in our police battrlions is not lower then 
thet of the Security battolions of the armed Forces. Their achievements ure 
beyond ell preise». In eddition, we heve formed Police Rifle Regiments by 
merging the police bettrlions of the “sevage peoples" (der "wilden V'lker"),. 
Thus we did not leeve these police battalions untouched but blended them in 
the retiv of ebout 1 : 3. Thet is why we heve, tt tho present moment of 
crisis, & fer greeter stability then could be seen among the other units made 
up of natives or loecl inhebitents. 


"SS-industricl concerns (p. 63) 
I new cone to other individuel great spheres of activity, of which it is 
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irportent for you oll to know. We have huge ermuenent works in the concentra- 
tion carps. This is the sphere of activity of our friend SS-Obergruppen- 
führer Pohl. Every month we put in meny millions of hcurs of work for erm- 
ements. We teckle the nost thenkless tesks and - I must give this its (p. 64) 
due - whether in the concentr: tion comps,..in Pchl's industriel works, or out- 
side rt the offices of the Senior Executive SS end Police Officers or in the 
workshops of the Heed Office of SS administrstion (SS-Fuhrungshauptent) , one 
thing 1s obvious: wherever we are, we tre SS-ren. Where things cre in a 

bed wey, we cot. I went every subordinete trcined to this end. We want to 
help, unhempered by quibbles regerding authority, (Kompetenzen) for we want 
to win the wer. Whrt we ere doing, we sre doing for Germeny. Whether it 

is © quesiion of building a roed, if e tunnel is not going rheed somewhere, 
or if it is cn invention which for sheer red=-tepe does not come to fruiti^n, 
or cnything else; where we ern get t^ work, we get to work. What we are 
doing in our errement works will be n renrrrkeble snd noteworthy achievement, 
even 1f we con only &ssess it and prove it when the wer is ended. 


The Clesring out of the Jews 


I £lso went to telk to you, quite frcnkly, on a very sreve matter. 
song ourselves it should be mentioned quite frenkly, end yet we will never 
speek cf it publicly. Just cs we did not hesitete on June 30th, 1934 to do 
the duty we were bidden, end stand corrcdes who hed lapsed, up ageinst the 
well snd shoot ther, so we heve never Spoken about it and will never (p. 65) 
speek of it. It wes thet tact which is c matter of course end which I em 
gled to sry, is inherent in us, thet mede us never discuss it among ourselves, 
never speck of it. It envelleda everyone, end yet everyone was certein thet 
he would do it the next tire if such orders are issued end if it is necessary, 


I meen the clesring out of the Jews, the exterminetion of the Jewish 
rece. It's one of those things it is easy to talk about - "The Jewish race 
is being exterminated", seys one perty member, "that's quite clear, it's in 
our progran — elirinetion of the Jews, end we're doing it, extermineting 
then." Anā then they cone, 80 million worthy Geriens, und each one has his 
decent Jew. Of course the others cre veri:in, but this one is en 4 1 Jew. 
Not one of ell those who telk this wey has witnessed it, not one of them 
hes been through it. Most of you rust know whet it means when 100 corpses 
ere lying side by side, or 500 or 1000. To heve stuck it out end tt the 
Ste tire ~ apart from exceptions caused by hunan weekness - to heve remain- 
ed decent fellows, thet is whet hes mede us herd. his is © page of glory 
in our history which hes never been written cnd is never to be (pe 66) 
written, for we know how difficult we should have nade it for ourselves, if 
- with the bombing raids, the burdens end the deprivntions of wer - we still 
hed Jews today in every town ts secret Srboteurs, egitetors end trouble- 
Loncers. We would now probrbly have reached the 1916/17 stege when the Jews 
were still in tho Germen national body. 


We htve taken from them what wenlth they hed. I have issued a strict 
order, which SS-Obergruy penftthhrer Pohl hes cerried out, thet this weelth 
Should, es t metter of course, be hended over to the Reich without reserve, 
4e hrve tuken none cf it for ourselves. Individurl men who heve lepsed will 
be punished in eceordence with en order I issued et the beginning, which 
gave this werning; Whoever takes so much as e merk of it, is a deed ren. A 
number of SS ren - there sre not very many of then - heve fallen short, and 
they will die, without nercy. We hed the morsel right, we hrd the duty to 
our pecple, to destroy this »eople which wented to destroy us. But we have 
not the right to enrich ourselves with so much as c fur, & wetch,e mark, or 
€&€ clgerette or enything else. Becsuse we have externineted a becterium we 
do not went, in the end, to be infected by the bacterium snd die of it. I 
will not see so much cs © smell rrec ofsepsüs eppecr here or grin c (p. 67) 
hold. Wherever it rsy form, we will cauterize it. Altogether however, we 
cen sey, thot we heve fulfilled this most difficult duty for the love of our 
people. And our spirit, our soul, our cherecter hrs not suffered injury 
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The bsering of the SS-man 


If I make a stetement for us ell end in the presence of ell of us of 
ell thet we have done this yeer in the forn of - I would almst say - a 
statement of accounts, then there is cone thing thet I rust not overlook and 
pass over: the significance of the bearing of the SS-nusn. 


"The Principle of Selection (p. 70) 


We are a product of the lew of selection. We heve meade our choice fron 
& cross-section of our people. This people cane into being aeons ezo, through 
generati us and centuries, by the throw of the dice of fete and of history. 
Alien peoples have swept over this people end left their heritage behind then. 
Alien blood-streams heve flowed into this people, but it hes, nevertheless 
in spite of terrible herdships end terrible blows of fete, still had strength 
in the very essence of its blood to win thr ugh. Thus this whole people is 
ScturBioà with, end held together by Nordic-Phelien-Gernenic blood, so that 
after ell ^ne could, and cen, still speak of n Gerntn people. Fron this 
people, of such varied hereditery tendencies, as it emerged from the collense 
efter the yeers of the brttle of liberation, we have now consciously tried to 
select the Nordo-Gernenie blood, for we could best expect this section of 
our blood to eontein the creative, heroic cnà life-preserving qualities of 
our people. We have gone partly by outwerd appearances, ond for the rest 
heve kept these outweré éppecrances in review by meking constantly new demends 
end by repeated tests both physical «nó uiental, both of the chrrscter ond the 
Soul. gnin eni ezein we heve sifted out end cest aside whet was (no. 71) 
worthless, what did not suit us. Just as long as we have strength to do 
this will this orgenis: tion (Orden) rengin herlthy. The nonent we forget the 
lew which is the founirtion cf our rece, end the lew of selection and eus- 
terity towerds oursélves, we shall have the germ of death in us, end will 
perish, just as every hwan Tzenisetion, every blossom in this world does 
some time perish. It must be our endeevour, our inner lew, to meke this 
blossoming end fructifyine lest for our people cs long as possible, bringing 
es nuch prosperity ss possible, end - don't be elarmed - if possibie for 
thousands of years. That is why, whenever we neet end whatever we CoO, we 
must be mindful of our principle: blcod, selection, end eusterity. The 
lew of nature is just this: Whet is herd is good; what is virgourous is good; 
whatever wins thrcuch in the bettle of life, physically, purposefully end 
spirituelly, thet is whet is z.oà - always trkinz the long view. Of (p. 72) 
course Soretire - and this hes happened often in history - someone cen get 
to the top by deceit ana cheating. Thet mekes no difference tc neture, to the 
fete of the serth, to the fete of the world. Reelity, that is, Neture, Fete, 
removes the inposter after a tire - tine not reckoned in generations of nen 
but in historicsl periods. It mst be our endeavour never to deceive ourselves 
but clweys to remsin genuine, thet is what we rust continually preach end 
instil intc ourselves, end int: every boy rn& each one of our subordinctes.

Downfslls, like the downfall of Bedoglio in Itely 
must not and will not herpen in Germeny. The nerne Bedoglio will in 
future be the neme for baa dogs, the nene of abuse for four-legged 
mongrel curs, just ss in the olden days the name Thersites was the 
here of abuse for treitors. - We cen only say one thing end preach it 
constantly: Let the Germen people show, by unparalleled and whole- 
heertec loyalty on the pert of each one of its ren sna etch one of its 
wogen thet it is worthy of being vernitted to live st the tire of en 
Adolf Hitler, cni worthy of this leader heving orisen for it, who hes 
deCiected his life fuil of car, full of responsibility, full cf work, 
to cur Germen Teutonic people. 


2). Obedience 


Obedience is demended end given in the soldier's life morning, 
noon, enc nicht. dnd the little men clways obeys or usuclly does. If 
he does not, he is put in prison. The question of obedience in (p. ?5) 
the esse of senior officials in the state, party end the army, end even 
here end there in the SS, is more difficult. I would like here to state 
something cleerly end unequivocelly: It is e matter of course that the 
little men must cbeye It is even mre c matter of course thet ell the 
Senior lesders of the S8, thet is, the whole corps of Gruppenftthrer, are 
€ Lodel of blind obedience. If cnyone thinks that en order is besed on 
a Gisunderstending on the pert of the superior or on a felse basis it 
goen without saying thet it is his duty end responsibility - thet is, 
the cuty and responsibility cf every one of you = to say so, end elso 
to stete his ressons truthfully like e men if he is convinced thet they 
depreccte the order. But the moment the superior concerned or the Reich- 
fthrer-SS - thet epplies to the Corps of Gruppenführer in mst crses - 
or even the Führer hes ntde the decision and given the order, it must be 
cerried out, not only in word end letter, but also in spirit. Whoever 
cerries cut the order rust do so es n goo Stewerd, cs a true representn- 
tive of the cuthority giving the commend. If you thoucht at first thet 
this would be rizht «nd thet thet would not be right or even wrong, then 
there ere two tlternrtives. Thus if © men thinks thet he cannot be 
enswereble for obeying en order, then he should ssy quite honest-(p. 76) 
ly: I cennot be cnswereble for 1t. I beg you to excuse me from it. Tnen 
the order will usuelly be: You must still cerry It out. Or you think: 
his nerve hes Gone, he's week. Then you cen sey: Good, retire on a 
pension. But orders nust be sacre., If the Generals obey, then the 
armies obey cutoneticelly., The rore our territory crows, the more does 
this sacredness of crderg apply. It was not ell difficult to enforce 
tn order in our little: Germany, But to enforce an order 
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ones we - and I er: convinced of this - have garrisons in the Urals, ~ 
that is rore difficult. Here it will not elweys be possible to make 
sure thet the order is carried out. Our controlling suthority mey 
not, may never be, - cs in Russie - the Cormisser. The only Conmisser 
we have rust be our own conscience, devotion to duty, loyalty, 
obedience. If you lend the woy with this exoriple, gentlemen, every 
subordinete will follow this exemple. But you will never be sable to 
demend obedience of your men, if you do not give the same obedience 

to suthority over you, and give it blindly end without reserve. 


3). Bravery (p. 


To brevery, I think we need least to exhort ourselves, for our 
leeders end men sre breve. 


"4). Truthfulness De 


I now come to a fourth virtue which is very rere in Germany, to 
truthfulness. One of the grectest evils which hes spread during the 
wer is the leck of truthfulness in uesscges, reports, end steterents 
which subcrdinete Geptrtrents in civil life, in the stete, the party 
enc the Services send in to the depertments over ther. The message, 
the report is the basis of every decision. It is actually the fact 
that one con now in meny spheres assume in war-time thet 95 out cf 100 
messases ere untrue or only half true or semi-correct. 


"While on the subject of truthfulness I now cone to enother (p. 83) 
matter. It mist so come about in wer ond in peace - in peace this will 
be above tll s training tesk - thet we SS-men nc longer ccnclude written 
PEPeerents, but thft ri. ng us, cs used to be the cesse formerly, the giving 
of one's word end the hend-sheke signify the contract, and thet the hend- 
shake of one SS-1xn is - if necessary - certcinty for 1 million or more. 
It must so heppen thet the hand-sheke or the promise of an -nen is more 
proverbiclly relisble then mortzgege upon the &rettest value of anybody 
else's. It rust be sot 


If we conclude cgreements, we cust keep them. If I meke © contrect 
with en agent, even with c blackguard, I keep the contreet. I teke ny 
stan unreservedly on this point cf view. If I ennounce in the General- 
£ouverneuent, thet anyone who informs rgtinst a Jew who hes sought shelter 
and gone into hiding, shell heve o third of the Jew's prcperty, then it 
often heppens thet Secretery Huber or Seccnd Lt. (Sa) (Untersturmfthrer) 
Huber whe = when hà:csn - nekes illegal trips, or does not hesitete (p. 84) 
to order a new telephone or new pencils, who, thet is, never seves, - sud- 
denly begins to seve for the Germen Reich. He seys for instance: This Jew 
hes 12000RM. Whet, thet means I would heve to pey out to the Pole who 
denounced him 4000 RM, o, I'll seve thet for Gerneny. The Pole shell only 
get 400 RM. So e little men goes end breaks the promise of a whole organi- 
sction. Thet sort of thing should be impossible. 


If we reke e promise, it must be kept. If the Reichsftthrer-SS pledges 
to anyone support for his organisation - as may very often be the cese now 
in the Balkens - this pledge must be kept. We must acquire such a reputa- 
tion for the keeping of contracts in the whole.world, we in the SS, thet 
we thereby gain for Germeny edventages of the greatest value, namely faith 
through confidence. Many will come to us, who will not approach official 
departments. The Balkons ere alweys in a state of gonfusion. Thet is a 
blessing. If they were mnited it would be terrible. Things sre cheotic in 
the Cencesus end in Russie, We cen only see to it - this is also e (p. 85) 
precept, = thet the territories we heve Occupied end the peoples we rule 
over never becore united, thet they tlwnys remein disunited. For they would 
only be unite egcinst us. If therefore we pledge our protection to'a perty 
(Splittervrupye) who approaches us, it must be quite out of the question for 
eny member of the SS or the police, ony member cf the whole orgcnisction to 
£o end bresk the prozisee This promise must be sacred. 
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"Precticel Tesks" (p. 102) 


"In the wey of ,rtcticrl duties for the Senior SS executive end (p. 103) 
Police Officers I see sbove cll one task, which spplies et the seme time to 
the Hetds of the igin Offices es well. For me the Senior SS Executive end 
Police Officer is the representative of the Reichsfiülhrer-SS in his eres. It 
woulé be en evil dry if the SS end police fell out. It would be an evil 
day if the ein Offices, performing their tasks well necningly byt mistakenly 
mede themselves independent by oach having & downward chein of command. I 
reclly think thet, the dey of my overthrow would be the end of the SS. It 
must be, end so cone cbout, thet this SS crgenisetion with 611 its brenches 
the Generel-SS which is the common besis of all of them, the Weffen-SS, the 
reguler uniformed police (Orànungsiolizei), the SIPO, (with the whole econ- 
onic acministration, schooling, iieologicel treining, the whole question of 
kindrec), is, even uncer the tenth Reichsftthrer-Ss one bloc, one body, one 
orgenisetion. «les if we do not bring then together. dlus if the individual 
main offices, the individual chiefs hred s frlse conception of their duty 
here, if they believed they were doing e good thine, wherens in fact they 
were taking the first ster towards the end. We have core a long wey on the 
road to eralgenrtione In the hard battles of this yeer the Weffen-SS hes 
been welded together in the bitterest hours fror. the rost verted divisions 
enc sections, end frorn these it formed: body-suerd units (Lelbstenicrte), 
rilitery SS (Verfüzungs truppe), Derth's herd units, cnc then the Gerrnrenic SS, 
Now when our "Reich", Death's Head Cuvelry Divisions end "Viking" Divisions 
were there, everyone knew in these lest weeks: "Vikinz" is at ny sice, 
"Reich" is et ry side, "Deeth's Hend" is at Ly side, - "Thank God", now 
nothing cen happen to us, - The reculer uniformed police end Sipo, Generel-SS 
end Waffen-SS must now ereduelly enclzamate too, just £s this is end (p. 105) 
Hust be the ecese within the Weffen-SS. This applies to metters concerning 
filling of posts, recruiting, schocling, economic orgenisetion, end medical 
services. I an clweys doins sore thing tow.rds this end, c bond is constantly 
being cast rround these sections of the whole to ecuse then to grow together. 
alas, if these bonis should ever be locsened, - then everything - you mey be 
sure of this - would sink beck into its old insignificence ir one generetion, 
end in c shori spece of tire. It could then be seid thet that would be no 
pity; if it wesn't worth keeping glive, it shoul come to an end. Thet is 
right. I would not hear of onything being kept, even if it is ry, our SS 
which is so dear to ve, 1f it was not worth keeping slive, 


Only I think that we could not be enswereble for it to Germeny, cnd to 
Germenie, for this Gormenie Reich needs the SS orgenisation. She needs it 
at least for the next few centuries. Then, in « hundred, « thousend, or two 
thousand yecrs another foru will surely be found, When we are desd cnà gone, 
Sore remment of us with e few of our funórmentrl ideas will bull through 
end cerry on. Out of this will grow something new egein, just es here and 
there we took over, end now bear, c torch from the time of the Teutons, from 
the tge of chivalry, from the Vehnic orgenisetion, end from the (p. 106) 
Prussisn crmy, in order to light c greet light from it. It will be just like 
thet liter on. JI believe that tcdey we could not afford to let anything happe 
to this SS. That is why I urge one thing on ell of you, cn you, my heads of 
the mein offices, ny Senior Executive SS en? Police Officers, snà on this 
whol. corps of Gruppenführers, the highest gradation in this hiererchy of 
the SS orecniscttion: Jlweys see the whole, elways look rt the whole organ- 
isation, never at your brrnch of it only, or only your Oberabschmitt but 
clweys see the SS, oni ebove it the Gernenic Reich, and above thet our Führer 
who hes crected end is still creating this Reich." 


"The Future" (p. 110) 
"When the wer is won, - then, es I heve olrendy tola you, our (p. 112) 
work will stert, We do not know when the wer will end. It may be sudden,, 


or it rey be long delayed. We shell see. But I say to you now, if on arm- 
istice cnd peace cores sudcenly, let no-one think thet he cen then Sleep the 
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sleep of the just. Get ell your Conmmenders, Chiefs end SS-Fülhrers attuned 

to this; only then, gentlemen, shall we be eweke, for then, seo meny others 
will fell into this sleep. I em going sc to rouse the whole SS, cnd. kéep it so 
wide sweke thet we cen teckle reconstruction in Gerneny immediately. Then 
Gernenic work will be begun imuedietely in the General-SS, for then the 
hervest will be ripe to be taken into the granrry. We shell then cell up 
ege-2roups there by lew. We shell then immedistely put ell our Weffen-SS 
units into excellent form, both as regards equipment end trcining,. We hall 
go on working in this first 6 months efter the war, es though the big of 
fensive were sterting on the next dey. It will meke ell the differe ‘due 113) 
ence, if Gerrieny hus un operrtive reserve, cn oper: tive backing, ct the peace 
or trnistice negotictions, of 20, 25 or 30 SS-divisions intect. 


If the reece is a finel one, we shell be rble t» tackle our great work 
cf the future. We sh:ll colcnize. We shell indoctrinete our boys with the 
lews of the SS-organisrtion. I consider it to be tbsclutely necessery to 
the life of our yeoples,'£hat we should not only lrpert the meaning of 
encestPy,. grendchildren end future, but feel these to be a pert of cur being, 
Without there being any telk ebout it, without our néeding to neke use of 
rewerds and similer material things, it must be s metter of course thet we 
heave children. It rust be 4 matter of course that the mst copious breeding 
should be fron this reciel super-stretum of the Germenic people. In 20 to 
SO yeers wo must rerlly be able to present the whole of Europe with its leedin: 
class. If the SS, tocether with the farmers, - we together with our friend 
Backe, then run the colony in the best on © grand sefle, without any re- 
streint, without any question ebout any kind of tradition but with nerve 
end revolutioncry impetus, we shell in 20 yeers push the nationel houndery 
(Volksturszrenze) 500 kilometers Hestweras. 

(p. 115) 

I requested of the Führer tcday, thet the SS - if we heve fulfilled our 
task end our duty by the end of the wer - should heve the privilege of hold- 
ing Germeny's most Ecsterly frontier os » defence frontier. I believe this 
is the only privilece for which we heve nc competitors. I believe not one 
person will dispute our claim to this privilege. We shall be in a position 
there to exercise every young age-group in the use cf cerns. We shell impose 
our laws on the Eeste We will cherge checd ond push our wey forwerd little 
by little to the Urcls. I hope that our generetion will successfully bring. 
lt ubout thet every age-group hes fought in the East, end thet every one of 
our divisions spends a winter in the iest every second or third yeer. Then 
we shell never grow soft, then we shell never get SS members who only come 
to us becauss it is distinguished or becnuse the bleck cort will neturelly 
be very ettrective in pesce-time. Everyone will know thet: "if I join the 
SS, there is the possibility thet I might be killed." He has contracted in 
writing thet every second year he will not dence in Berlin or ettend the 
cernivel in Munich, but thet he will be posted to the Eastern frontier in en 
ice- cold winter. Then we will heve = herlthy élite for cll time. Thus we 
will creste the necessrry conditions for the whole Germenie people end(p. 115) 
the whole of Europe, controlled, ordered and led by us, the Gernrnie people, 
to be sble, in generrtions, to stenó the test in her battles of destiny egciny 
#Sia, who will certeinly brenk out ngrin. We do not know when thet will be. 
Then, when the mess of humenity of 1 to 1g nillierds lines up egeinst us, the 
Gerritnic people, numbering, I hope, 250 to 300 millions, end the other 
Europeen peoples, making e totel of 600 to 700 millions -(rnd with en out- 
post erec stretching es frr «s the Urels, or, © hundred yerrs, beyond the 
Urcls) - mst stend the test in its vitel struggle uecinst Asie. Tt would 
be en evil day if the Germenic people did not survive it. It woule be the 
end of beeuty end "Kultur", of the creetive power of this earth. That is 
the cistant future. It is for thet thet we cre fighting, pledged to hand 
down the heritege of our cneestors. 


We see into the distant future, because we know whet it will be. That 
is why we cre Colnz our duty more fenaticeally then ever, more devoutly thon 
ever, more bruvely, more obediently and more thoroughly then ever.

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"Speech of Reichsftthrer-SS Heinrich Himmler at Kharkow April 1943 
My SS-Führer, (p. 1) 


It is perhaps very strenge, that we should meet in a university of the 
Russian State, here at Kherkow, - at this Kherkow, which hag played so 
greet c pert, end really will pley = still bigger pert in the history of 
the were Until lest yeer it was of no very great significance. This year 
it hes become, like Stalingred, but in the reverse sense, a city of cestiny 
in Germen war history, in Germen history. I heve asked you, the Comnending 
Officers of the three SS-Divisions, who took part in this campsign from the 
Dnjeper to Kharkow and cerried out this cemprign preacticelly clone and 
forced u decision, to come together here in order, as hes been the custom 
for meny meny yeors, as long es there has been an SS, to meet each other 
ecein, tnd in order once more to esteblish e few facts about the pest and 
the future. 


I would like, in & few words, to outline the whole position and situa- 
tion with rezerà to the wer. 


Todey, Germeny is on the borgers of Europe everywhere. These European 
frontiers stretch up os fer ns the North Cape, down the Norwegian coast, 
through Denmark, the Netherlends, Belgium ena France anc jump over to Africo, 
continue to Tunis to form c britgehced, run ecross as fer cs the frontiers 
formed by the sea, then from Greece enë Crete up to the borders of the 
neutrel strtes of Turkey ond Bulgerit, to join hends ozein here in the Eest. 
I would like to give it © neme; it is the erent fortress of Europe. 


It will undoubtedly heppen, thet the enemy will mke the ettempt, 
todey, tomorrow or the next dey, ct some time, to breek into this fortress 
of Europe st one point or enother. Thet will uncoubtedly be the csse. 
Possibly he will be : ble to force an entry for & shorter or longer period 
et one point or cnother in pleces which we do not have in our personel end 
responsible control, or which we rre not defending with our arms. (p. 2) 
One thing is certsin: wherever the enemy lends, if once we cen get to 
grips with him on the Continent, where we rre not dependent on supplies 
from oversees, that ouzht to be, end will be, ell right with us. On the 
whole, however, it is here in the Erst that the Cecisicn lies. The fortress 
of Europe with its frontiers, must be held end will be held too, es long 
es is necessery. The decisicn, therefore, lies here in the Eest; here must 
the Russian enemy, this people numbering two hundred million Russiens, be 
destroyed on the bsttle field one person by person, and mede to bleed to 
death." 


"It is my opinion - and here, I believe, I am speaking to men (p. 3) 
who elresdy understand this - thet we must conduct the wer and our cempeign 
on these lines: - how cen we teke the nost men from the Russitns ~ dead or 
Plive? We shsll čo it by killing them cr teking them prisoner ond (p. 4) 
reclly putting then to work, by endecvouring to grin as much control as 
possible over eny territory we occupy, ind by leeving empty of people ang 
territory we dispose of, eny tret we meke over to the eneny. Either they 
rust be deported rni will be usec rs lebour in Germeny for Germeny, or they 
will just die in bcttle. To hena people beck again, giving the enemy workers 
once nore end entblinc him to recruit ngcin, - thet I think, taking the 
broca view, would be edsolutely wrong. Thet could not be advocated." 


"On the other Side, one thing goes on the seme cs ever, the U- (p. 5) 
boet wer, this é@reedful strengleholé on the throct of the enemys I have 
good resson to be convinced thet this strengléhold will never b: relexed, 
but will ti^hten. I esnnot help feeling thet things ere beginning to go 
worse with Englrn? these lest few months in metters of supply. That by no 
meens inciectes thet En-lenà will collapse todey, tomorrow or the next day, 
but it does meen thet we will just be approaching the time when one or other 
of our op»onents, once Russia is conquered and elimineted as & factor, will 
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come to the conclusion thet it is not worth cerrying on the wer. THe re- 
sult - end I em ecnvineed of this, I believe it and I know it - the result, 
the end of this war, regcrdless of however many months or even years it 
lests, will be this: thet the Reich, the Germen Reich or the Germenic 
Reich of the Germen nation, will with just title find eonfirmetion of its 
evolution, thet we heve en outlet end a way open to us in the Eest, end 
thet ther, centuries leter, c politicelly Gernony- & Germenic W.rlà Enpire 
will be formed. That will be the result, thet will be the fruit of ell the 
neony, ntny secrifices, which heve been rede end which must still be nede." 


"We have, = I would say, 4s very consistent Notionri Socielists, (p. 7) 
teken the question ^f blood is our sterting point. We were the first reslly 
to solve the problem of blood by eetion, snd in this oonnection, by problem 
of bleoc, we of course ào not meen enti-senitisn. Anti-Seritisr: is exact- 
ly the seme tS delousing. Getting rid of lice is not ¢ question of ideology. 
It is & metter cf clernliness. In just the seme wey, ontiserdtism, for us, 
hes not been ¢ question of ideclogy, but s metter of clecnliness, which now 
will soon heve been 4eclt with. We shell soon be Celoused. We heve only 
20,000 lice left, end thor the metter is finished with in the whole of 
Germany. But for us the question of blood wes © reminder of cur own worth, 

e renincer of whet is sctuclly the brsis holdine this Ger..n people to- 
gether. Just rs is the case in the yetrs between 1938 enc 1945, in exectly 
the stre wey es now, the seme ill-founded repreeches were made then: well, 
i? you bring the Nordie men so much to the fore, you're creating © new 
Split, a new ecless-iistinction, = it's n new cless hetrea. We're overcoming 
the socicl barriers, s» I've been tela by inportant perty members, eni now 
you're setting up recisl ones. My reply tc these people hts -lweys been: 
If you went to lock ct things in cr neertive wey, there is nothing in the 
world which you ernn^t see inc negrtivo waye From the necetive engle, of 
course, you con. aveue that wey. I see it differently, for I see it on this 
plene: Wheat is the binding fector which holds the men in East Prussia and 
the man in the Black Forest together, the men in Schleswic - Holstein and 
in Heburg eni the ran in Munich, in Grez, in Pomerenis, in Berlin (p. 8) 
and in the Rhinelend? Whet is then the factor or the element which contsins 
all thet is derr cnd precicus end vsiucble t us? It is in fect whet we Gernon: 
enli inherent Kultur, it is this Germanic, this Noréio component of our 
blood." 

(p. 10) 

"In one operetion these peoples rust erd will be incorporetec in the 

Germenic Reich which, et one time, were port of Germeny, pert of the Germen 
Eupire (the Roren Empire tnà the Germaen netion) and belonged to us up to 
1806 or only till 1648, - thet is Fliencgers, Wellonia, end the Netherlands. 
They were € pert of the Reich. Over and above this, we must have the power 
to bring into the fold, end neke t pert of our comunity in a second opere- 
tion, those Germanic peoples and states too, which heve never been pert 
and percel of the Gerren Reich, - I meon Denmerk and Norway, the Denish snd 
Norwegitn people."

Fron the beginning, I heve ssid tc then, "You etn do what you like end 
lesve whet you like. I leave everything entirely to you, but you mey be sure, 
thet en SS will be set up in your country, end there is but one SS in Europe, 
enc thet is the Gornenie SS, led by the Reichsführer-SS. You cen resist, or 
you can offer no resistencé, it's #11 the scrie to mee We shell ĉo it in eny 
case!" We heve told them that curtly anc pleinly cnd clearly from the begin- 
ning. 


I heve seid to the SS-nen from the beginning too: We do not expect you 
t» renounce your netion, or do enything which : proud end self-respecting 
fellow who loves his nation enmnot do. We co not expect you to become Ger- 
mer out of opportunism. But we do expect you to subordinate your netionel 
ides 1 to the grerter rrcirl ond historicrl idecl, to the Germenic Reich.

the thouzht: "You are a second-rate Gerran, for you can't read or write 
Germen properly." I bec you rather, (and here too I an stating a very 
sober opinion), to think in this case of these Gormens in the whole of the 
Belkens, still mors of those overseas, in america, when one Qay we must 
fetch over here in millions, - and we shell succeed in Coins so - who heve 
held cut for centuries. I en certainly of the opinion that if e mighty 
Gernan Reich with en ineredible upward urge in its very being ond a great 
German Führer had not now ecme into being tt this time cnà in the last few 
&ectdes, it would have been the enë of these Germens (Deutschtun). 4 
person with c very strong cherneter csn personelly rise above his surroundings 
for years tni perhens fcr ceendes, ds rece,if it is in smell groups, cennot 
in the long run hol: out teeinst its surroun?incs. And we rust nover forget 
this: these Germans do not usually live together in hundreds of thousands, 
but « thousend here in © few villeces, snd two thousend there, end 20 
thousand at the most somewhere else. But they 3o not live together in large 
nurbers. So they cre alwcys encircled by a foreign nation (Volkstum), end 
surrounced by its influence, hut sre rbove nli surrounded by the influence 


of the people of the country. They ere not the people of the ccuntry, those 
ere the others. They ore subjects of c stete of foreign nationslity, which, 
in eny monent of doubt, is their enemy, or et the very best, cs, shall we 

say, Roumenie, c tolerrbly neutral snå inperticl observer. But on the whole 
these Germens have lived, throuchout the centuries of Germen weakness, from 
tne Thirty Years! War up till now, in surroundings celculrted not to strength- 
en their consciousness of Germen rece (Deutschtum) but to destroy it.

If you know how he hes been thrashed by many a Hungrrien 
genderme, before he erne to us, how his Mother wes thrashed, and his parents 
Criven from heerth ena home, you cen imngine how bitter it is for him if he 
now joins Germen service-ren and they say: here comes s Hungerien. Or you 
cen inneine how bitter it is for him when he is reproached for something 
which he cennot help. If we hed not been to a Germen school we should not 
be eble to reai ceni write Germen either. If we hea been forced, shell we 
say, to go to n Polish scho.1, we shoulda write Polish too, clthouch we 
profess to bc Gernons. nd thet is often the cese with these ren. I rust 
therefore expect of you unéerstending and huen syripathy in this netter, 
ani must expect. thet the lesders in sadition to their rany other duties, 
will uncertske to see that additional Germen instruction in reading, speck- 
ing cna writing, be given to these ren at every opportunity thet is offered.

‘This is whet is inport- 
ent fcr us cs SS-men, for our province of duty end our mission (it is + tesk 
additicnel to those of the whole Gerron Arme Forces end the whole Gerren 
people): Thet is whet I would like to impress upon you, this is what I 
beg you, us Connrndinc Officers, es Chiefs, end cs lecders to teach the 
young men escinu tnd cgein in their ideologicrl instruction. Thet is whet 
I deiend cn& exact of you, - thet you reelly concern yourselves with the men, 
the young fellow of 17 to 18 who comes to us, end with ueny who ere in our 
renks not es volunteers but es conscripts. I ask you to look after ther, 
end guice then, cnu not let then go before they fre relly soturnsted with 
our spirit end rre fichting os the olè suerd fought before us - thet is 
whet I request and cernnd of you. 


We hive only one tesk, to stend firm ond errry on the recial struggle 
without mercy.

I am à Major in the Army of the United States, 

I was the Judge Advocate of the Military Commission which tried 
Anton Dostler for ordering the execution of the group of fifteen United 
States Army personnel who comprised the "Ginny Mission", This Military 
Commission consisting of five officers was appointed by command of General 
MeNarney, by Special Orders No. 269, dated 26 September 1915, Headquarters, 
Mediterranean Theater of Operations, United States Army, APO 512, 

The Military Commission met at Rome, italy, on 8 October 1945 and 
proceeded with the trial of the case of the United States v. Anton Dostler. 
Ihe trial of this case consumed four days and the findings and sentence 
were announced on the morning of 12 October 1945, The charge and Specification 
in this case are as follovs:

I vas present throughout the entire proceeding. I heard all the 
testimony, and I am familiar with the record in this case. The facts 


developed in this proceeding are as follows: On the night of 22 March 19h), 
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two officers and thirteen enlisted men of the 2677th Special Reconnaissance 
Battzlion of the Army of the United States disembarked from some United 
States Navy boats and landed on the Italian coast near Stazione di ?framura. 
All fiftecn men vere members of the Army cf the United States and were in 

military service of the United States. “hen they landed on the Italian 

y were all properly dressed in the ficld uniform of the United 

States Army and they carried no civilian clothes. fheir mission was to 
demolish a railroad tunnel on the main line between La Spezia and Genoa. 
That rail linc was being used by thc Serman Forces to supply their fighting 
forces on the Cassino and Anzio Reachnead fronts. The entire group was 
captured on the morning of 2l March 1944 by a patrol consisting of Fa 
soldiers and a group of members of the German Army. All fifteen men were 
placed under interrogation in La Spezia and they were held in custody until 
the morning of 26 sierch 19) when they were all executed by a firing squad. 
These men were never tried nor were they brought before any court or given 
any hearing; they were shot by order of Anton Dostler, then General 


Commanding the 75th German Army Corps. 


Anton Dostler took the stand in this case and testified by way of 


defense that he ordered the fiftecn American soldiers to be shot pursuant 
to the Hitler order of 18 October 192 on commando operations, which 
provided that commandos were to be shot and not teken prisoners of war, even 
after they had been intcrrogated. He also testified that he would have been 
subject to court martial proceedings if he did not obcy the Hitler order. 
The following is a true copy of the findings and sentence in the 
case of the United States v. Anton Dostler, as these findings and sentence 
appear in the original record of the trial and as they were announced in 
open court at Rome, Italy on 12 October 1945: 
"FINDINGS: General Lostler, as president of this commission it 
is my duty to inform you that the commission in closed 
session and upon secret written ballot, at least two- 
thirds of all the members of the commission concurring 
in cach finding of guilty, finds you of the

c) Jews. In 1940 there were in Estonia approximately 4,500 Jews 
elmost exclusively in Revol, Dorpat, Narwa ond Pernau, There were only 
a few Jews in the country districts. After the occupation of the Eastern 
territory by German troops there were still approximately 2000 Jews. The 
larger part had left the country in an easterly direction together with 
the Soviet authorities and the Red Army, 


Spontaneous demonstrations against Jewry followed by pogroms on the 


part of the pppulation against the remaining Jews have not been recorded, 
on account of the lack of adequate indoctrination. 


However, the Estonian Protective Corps (Selbtschutz), formed at the 
time of the entry of the Wehrmacht, immediately started a comprehensive 
arrest action of all Jews. This action was under the direction of the 
task force of the Security Police and the SD. 


The measures taken were; 

l. Arrest of all male Jews over sixteen. 

2. Arrest of all Jewesses from 16-20 years, who lived in Revel and 
envirens end . were fit for work; these were employed in peat

The male Jews over 16 were executed with the exception of doctors and 
the clders. At tho present tine this action is still in progress, After 
completion of this action there will remain only 500 Jewesses and children 
in the Eastern territory,

a) Partisan activity and Counteraction, 


Contrary to the situation in the North sector the Activity of the 
partisans in the area of task force B has increased slightly, In Welikij 
Luki clone 19 reports of attacks by partisans were received, However, the 
main weight of partisan activity lately has been shifting over to the 
perpetrotion of acts of sabota 9. It has been noted that the strongest 
groups divide themselves into smaller ones, This results in a better 
camouflage ^nd mobility, How far this camouflage goes, is shown by three 
cascs where partisans marricd into three villages in order to appear un- 
suspected, Furthermore Rod army men were unmasked as partisans; they 
had obtained certificates surreptitiously from units of the Wehrmacht show- 
ing them to be unsuspected as political prisoners who were to be left at 
lergo. Wher interrogated by the Action Commandos of the Security Police 
and the SD, they admitted after long denials thet the had received the 
order to pass themselves off as political prisoners or as foreed laborers 
end to take up the fight agein as pertisens behind the front,

In several actions against smaller partisan &roups, a number of 
pertisans would be shot, 


At Choslawitschi 4 partisans who had shot at a German soldier were 
&pprehended end liquidated, 


Southeast of Demidow, five partisans Were captured after a search of 
the forests; they admitted to have killed 14 German soldiers, They were 
liquidated, 


In several actions northwest of Welish 27 partisans were apprehended 
and shot, 


In the village Michalowo, after careful reconnaissance through civil- 
ian agents, 8 partisans Were surprised in a house by the same Commando of 
the Security Police ənd the SD, they were arrested and hanged the next day 
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in this particularly partisaneinfested village, 


The president of the District Region Soviets in Tarenitsch and his 
secretary were shot because of their connections with partisans, 


During an action approximately 70 kilometers south of Mogilew, 25 
Armenians, Kirghizs and Mongols were apprehended with false identific- 
ation „apers with which they tried to conceal the fact that they belonged 
to a partisan group, They were liquidated, 


In the same district two partisan leaders were captured and shot, 


An Action Commando of the Security Police and the SD shot 3 partisans 
at Iwniki who shortly before capture had thrown their weapons into a 
brook. 


In Wultschina 8 juveniles were arrested as partisans and shot, They 
were inmates of a children's home, They had collected weapons which they 
hid in the woods, Upon search the following were found: 3 heavy maehine 
guns, 15 rifles, several thousand rounds of ammunition, several hand gren- 
ades, and several packages of poison gas Ebrit, 


b) Arrests and executions of Communists, Officials and Criminals. 


A further large part of the activity of the Security Police was de- 
voted to the combatting of Communists snd criminals, A special Commando 
in the period covered by this report executed 63 officials, NKVD agents 
end agitators, 


In the vicinity of the Tytschinino railway station 4 girls were shot 
because they attempted to derail a train by loosening the fish-plotes. 


Three communist officials and one Politruk were liquidated at Gorodnia, 


18 persons were executed at Mogilew; they had acted as political 
officials and Politruks, Weapons were found in their possession. 


An Action Commando convicted a member of the Supreme Council of the 
White Russian Soviet Republic of arson in Witsbsk, He was shot, 


Blood-Cellar In the NKVD building in Tschernigow a blood cellar was 
in Tschernigow discovered. It was soundproof and lightproof. One room 
served as the place for executions, The wall was covered 
with boards serving as butts with sawdust strewn in front of it which was 
completely soaked with bhood, 


Lunatics The Red Troops had opened the insane asylum at their 
departure and had armed some of the inmates, 21 insane persons were app- 
rchended in the meantime and liquidated, In Minsk 632 and in Mogliew 

836 persons were shot, 


In Mogilew in addition 33 looters were executed, 


The liquidations for the period covered by this report 
have reached a total of 37,180 persons, 


c) Jews, 


Now as ever it is to be noted that the population on their own part 
refrains from any action against Jews, It is true that the population 
reports collectively of the terror of the Jews to which they were exposed 
during the time of the Soviet regime, or they complain about new enroach- 
ments of the Jews, but nevertheless, they are not prepared to take part 
in any pogroms, 


All the more vigorous are the actions of the task forces of the Set- 


ANI 
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urity Police and the SD against the Jews who make it necessary that steps 
be taken against them in different spheres. 


In Gorodni^ 165 Jewish terrorists and in Tschenrigow 19 Jewish Commu- 
nists were liquidated. 8 more Jewish communists were shot at Beresno, 


It was experienced repeatedly that the Jewish women showed an espec- 
ially obstinate behaviour, For this reason 28 Jewesses had to be shot 
in Krugoje and 337 at Mogilew, 


In Borissow 321 Jewish sabotcurs and 118 Jewish looters were executed, 


In Bobruisk 380 Jews were shot who h^d engaged to the last in incit- 
ment «nd horror propaganda (Hetz-und Greuelpropaganda)against the German 
army of occupation, 


In Tatarsk the Jews had left the Ghetto of their own accord and re- 
turned to their old home quartcrs, attempting to expel the Russi^ns who 
hed been quartered there in the meantime,  /.ll male Jows as well as 3 
Jewesscs were shot, 


In Sadrudubs the Jows offcred some resistance against the est-blish- 
ment of a Ghetto so that 272 Jews ond Jowesscs had to be shot, Among 
them was a political Comaissar, 


Mogilow 


In Mogilew too, the Jews attempted to sabotage thcir removal to the 
Ghetto. 113 Jews were liquidated, 


Moreover four Jews were shot on account of refusal to work and 2 Jews 
Wit were shot because they hed illtrc-toed wounded German soldiers end be- 
cause they did not wear the proscribcd markings, 


In Talka 222 Jcws were shot for anti-German propagande and in Marina 
Gorka 996 Jews were shot because they had sabotaged orders issued by the 
German occupation cuthoritics, 


At Schklow 627 more Jews were shot, because they h-d participated in 
acts of scbotage, 


Witebsk On account of the extreme danger of an epidemic, o beginning was 
mzde to liquidate the Jews in tho shotto at Witcbsk, This involved 
approximately 3000 Jcws,

a) Partisan activity ond countcraction, 


Although partisan activity in the south sector is very strong too, 
there is nevertheless the impression that spre:ding and offoctivo par- 
tisan activity arc strongly affected by the flight of higher partisan 
leaders and by the lack of initiative of the subordinate leaders who have 
remcincd behind, Only in one case a commando of tho Security Police and 
the SD succeeded in a fight with partisans in shooting the Secretary of 
the Communist Party for the administration district of Nikolajew-Cherson, 
who wes ct the tine Commissar of a partisan group for the district Nik- 
oloje:-Cherson-Krim. 


The leader of a vartisan group of five was captured after an exchange 
of shots neer Odessa, He had the task of spotting artillery positions 


and of reporting them to a Sovict command post, i 
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An action against partisans near Kostromka resulted in the arrest of 
16 persons, among thom a Politruk, a Unit leader of an anihilation brigade 
as well as 3 communist revolutionaries, 


The Jew Herschko Salomon, who had belonged to a parachute Defense- 
Assault battalion, was located at the city hospital in Nikolajew, The 
screening of PWs resulted in the discovery of 3 Jews who were members of 
a partisan company. 


In Belabanowka the former president of the village sovict, who had 
attempted to form a partisan group of his own, was arrested, 


Furthermore a member of the Polit Bureau and president of a workers 


union, at present orgoniser of partisan groups, was arrested and liquide 
ated, 


14 partisans were shot at Kiow, 


In the course of an action at Cherson 2 persons were apprehended who 
attempted to carry information behind the Bolschevik lines, At the same 
time the leader of a band of partisans was shot after a lengthy fight, 


b) Arrests cnd Executions of Communists ond Officials, 


The search for leeding communists resulted in the arrest of Kaminski, 
former GPU chicf of Cherson, In the years 1919/21 he had carried out the 
liquidation of the Czarist officers, The head of the prison work shops 
of the NKVD was also caught. i 


. In Kiew a number of NKVD officials and political commissars were 
rendered innocuous, 


c) Jows. 


The embitterment of the Ukrainian population against the Jews is ex- 
tremely great because they are thought responsible for tho exphosions 
in Kiew, They are also regarded ss informers ond agents of the NKVD, 
who started the terror against the Ukrainian people, ^s a measure of 
retaliation for the arson at Kiew, all Jews wore arrested ond ditogether 
33,771 Jews were executed on the 29th and the 30th September, Money, 
valuables and clothing were secured and put at the disposal of the 
National-Socialist League for Public Welfare (NSV) for the equipment of 
the National Germans (Volksdeutschen) and partly put at the disposal 
of the provisional city administration for distribution to the needy 
population, 


Shitomir 


In Shitomir 3145 Jews had to be shot, because from experience they 
have to be regarded as bearers of Bolshevik propaganda and saboteurs, 


Oherson 


In Cherson 410 Jews werc executed as n measure of retaliation for 
acts of sabotage. Especially in the area east of the Dnjepr the solution 
of the Jewish question has been taken up energetically by the task forces 
of the Security Police and the SD. The areas newly occupicd by the 
Commandos were purged of Jews, In the course of this action 4891 Jews 
were liqnidated, At other places the Jews were marked and registered, 
This renccrsd it possible to put at the disposal of the Wehrmacht for 
urgom. isto, &cwish worker groups up to 1000 persons,

The attached secret reports received from General Commissar 
KUBE deserve special consideration. 


: The fact that Jews receive Special treatment requires no 
further discussion. However it appears hardly believable that 
this is done in the way described in the report of the General 

@ commissar of 1 June 1943. What is Katyn against that? Imagine 
only that these occurrences would become known to the other sido 
and exploited by them! Most likely such propaganda would have no 
effect only because people who hear and read about it, simply 
would not be ready to believe it. 


The fight against bands also is taking on forms which are 
highly questionable if pacification and oxploitation of tho several 
territories aro tho aims of our policy. Thus, the dcad who were 
Suspected of belonging to bands and whose number was indicated in 
the report of 5 June 1943 about thc "Cottbus" project to have 
amounted to 5,000, in my opinion, with few exceptions would bave 
been: suitable for forced labor in the Reio:: 


It should not be ignored in this connection that in view of 
the difficultics of making oneself understood, as generally in 
such clean-up operations, it is very hard to distinguish friend 
from foe. Nevertheless, it should be possible to avoid atrocities 
and to bury those who have boon liquidated. To lock mon, women 

dh and children into barns and to sot fire to those, does not appo ar 
to be a suitable mothod of combatting bands, ovon if it is desired 
to exterminate the population. This mothod is not worthy of the 
German cause and hurts our reputation severely. 


I am asking that you take the necessary action.

SS Brigadefuhror, Major General of Police von Cottberg 
reports that thc operation " ottbus" had the following result during

The operation affects the territory of tho General District 
White Ruthenia in the arca of Borissowe It concerns in particular 
the two countios Bogomio and Plceschtschamizy. At presont the police 
troops together with thc army have advanced to Lake Palik and have 
reached thc whole front of the Boresina. The continuance of tho 
battles takes place in the rear zono of the Army. 


The figures montionod above indicato that again a heavy 
destruction of the population must be expected. If only 492 rifles 
are taken from 4 500 enomy dead, this discrepancy shows that among 
these enomy dead wore numerous peasants from tho country. The 
battalion Dirlowengor especially has a roputation for destroying 
many human lives. Among the 5 000 poople suspoctod of belonging to 


bands, there were numcrous women and children.

"i By order of tho Chiof of Band-Combatting, SS Obcrgruppon- 
fuhrer von dem Bach, units of the armod,forecos havo also particip 
pated in the operation. SS Stendartonfuhrer Kunze was in command of 
the armed forcos detachments, among whom there woro also 90 members 
from my office and from the District-Conmisssariat Minsk-City. Our 
mon returned from tho operation yesterday without losses. I doclino 
the use of officials and Reich employcos of tho General Commissariat 
in the rear zone of tho army. : The men who work for imo wore not do- 
ferred from army service in order to actively participates in combat 
agsinst bands in the place of the armod forces and of tho policc. 


Of tho armed forccs porsonncl, 1 railroader has boon 
wounded (shot in lungs). Tho political cffect of this large-scale 
Operation upon tho peaceful population is simply dreadful in viow 
of the many shootings of wonon'and childron. In Decomber, tho town 
of Bogomio was evacuated by the armed forces and the police. At 
that timo, the population of Begomic was prepondcrantly on our 
Sidc. In the course of the fighting, Bogonio, which was built up 


as a strong point by tho partisans, has been destroyed by Gorman 
air attacks.

On 13 April 1943 the former German dentist Ernst Isracl 
Tichauer and his wifo, Elisa Sara Tichaucr, noo Rosonthal, were 
committed to, the coyrt prison by tho Security Service (SD) 
(Hauptscharfuhror Rube). Since that tino all German and Russian 
Jows who wore turned over to us, had their golden bridgework, 
crowns and fillings pulled or broken out. This happens always 1 
to 2 hours before the respcctive action. 


e Since 13 April 1943, 516 German end Russian Jows have 
boon finished off. On the basis of a definito investigation, gold 
was takon only in two actions, on 14 april 1943 from 172, and on 
27 jüipril 1943 from 164 Jews. [bout 50% of the Jows had gold tooth, 
bridgowork or fillings. Hauptscharfuhrcr Rubo of the Sccurity 
Service (SD) was always porsonelly present end he took tho gold 
along too.
